Claims 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method of 
controlling elevator car travel based on the grouping of floors into preliminary continuous sectors and then rearranging of the 
preliminary sectors into a plurality of sectors wherein at least on of die sectors has one floor which is not contiguous with at least one 
other floor in the one sector.
